7f less than two hours, the morning 
sitting of court having been abandoned 
because of the illness of the wife of 
one of the jurors. 
Joseph B. Bolton, 
No. l l . 
Mr. Bolton was 
allowed to 
visit his home in company with two 
other jurors and 
court officers. 
He 
found his wife suffering from double 
pneumonia and two physicians certi­ 
fied to District Attorney Jerome that 
her condition was very serious. 
Bol­ 
ton returned to the jury panel in time 
for the afternoon session, which began 
at 2:10 and adjourned at 4:05 o’clock. 
There was a stipulation of counsel by 
which the juror might again visit bis 
home at night, accompanied by bail­ 
iffs. 
It is hoped that the trial will go on 
without further interruption, although 
Juror Bolton 
appeared distrait, 
ap­ 
parently taking little interest in tho 
proceedings. 
If Mrs. 
Bolton’s condi­ 
tion should continue 
so critical that 
cr husband cannot 
be expected to 
give proper consideration to his duties 
there may be an indefinite postpone­ 
m ent—all the other jurors meanwhile 
remaining locked up- -or possibly, a 
mistrial. Everyone connected with tho 
case hopes the trial m ay he carried 
forward to a rapid conclusion. 


Britton the Only Witness. 


Dr. Britton D. Evans, superintendent 
of tile state hospital for the insane at 
Morris Plains, N. J., was the only wit­ 
ness of the afternoon.

cross question him at a later stage. 
Dr. John T. Deemar of Kittanning, 
Pa., was recalled just before adjourn­

Mr. Jerome objected on the ground 
that the relationship was too remote 
to permit deductions as to hereditary 
insanity. 
Both question and witness 
were withdrawn temporarily. 
Dr. Evans detailed tho results of his 
various 
examinations 
and 
physical 
tests In his visits 
to tile defendant 
following the tragedy. 
He declared 
that there 
was a depression 
in the 
back of Thaw’s head 
of a most un­ 
usual character. 
“I was unable 
to state 
Its signifi­ 
cance,” declared the witness, “for the 
reason that I never saw anything like 
it before.” 
Dr. Evans also stated that Thaw’s 
pulse action was the most extraordi­ 
nary he had ever encountered. 
The 
pulse would change beats four times 
within one minute, the variance being 
from 12 to 24 beats. 
The pulse indi­ 
cated, he said, that the sympathetic 
nervous system was seriously at fault. 
Dr. Evans 
declared 
finally that 
he 
found no traces of drug habit nor any 
of the tremors characteristic of ex­ 
cessive indulgence in intoxicants. 


Complaint of Witness Ignored. 


Dr. Evans took occasion to say that 
he felt it was extrem ely unfair to him 
as 
a physician 
to 
require 
him 
to 
separate his physical examinations of 
the defendant from tho questions and 
answers as to his mental processes. He 
was interrupted by both Mr. Jerome 
and Mr. 
Delmas, and Justice 
Fitz­ 
gerald said: 
“Will you kindly confine yourself to 
answering questions and not giving 
expressions of opinion? There is some 
limitation even to the province of an 
expert.”

Mr. Jerome 
announced 
that 
Thaw ’s attorneys had turned the will 
of the defendant over to him for ex­ 
amination before It should again be 
formally offered In evidence.

U. S. Cavalry, was in the city yesterday 
on his way to Bemidji to visit his par 
ents. 
Corporal Preblo, who enlisted in 
Bemidji three years ago, has been the 
past season on duty at Fort Yellowstone. 
The com pany was engaged in patrol 
duty in tho National park, th eir espec 
ial d u ty being to see that no fires were 
permitted to get started in the timber 
and to see t h a t thoro was no poaching. 
Anyone found in the park with fire­ 
arms of any kind that were not sealed 
with tho governm ent seal was arrested 
and taken 
before the United States 
court. 
T h e minimum fine is SI,OOO and 
the m axim um fine $5,000. 
T h e law also 
provides a penitentiary sentence of two 
years and 
upwards. 
Corporal Preble 
states t h a t despite tho heavy penalties 
the cavalry makes an average of fifty 
arrests per month during tho season 
that tho park is open and a b o u t sixty a 
season d u rin g tho winter. 
T h e poach 
ers are, of course, always a rm e d and 
often put up a fight, b u t as tho soldier 
boys are arm ed with tho new Bpring- 
fteld, a weapon with a rango of throe 
miles with a point blank accuracy of 
IOO yards they always land their man. 
When on patrol duty tho day patrol 
rides a b o u t 20 miles a day an d the 
night patrol about OO miles per night, 
the latter having three horses on his 
beat and exchanging. 
T h e day patrol 
have to go cross country and over the 
mountains, while the night patrol fol­ 
lows t h e roads, his principal d u ty being 
to g uard against lire.

equal facilities 
for tho 
Japanese children. 
Mayor Schmitz and his associates 
had a conference with the president 
and assured Mr. Roosevelt that the j 
amendment to the immigration bill is ‘ 
satisfactory to them. 
Secretary Root | 
reported on his negotiations with the j 
Republican leaders in congress and 
the 
Japanese 
ambassador. 
While 
Mayor Schmitz and tho members of 
the school hoard are still hopeful that 
Viscount Aoki, the Japanese ambas­ 
sador, will agree to seperate schools 
in California they stand willing to dis­ 
establish such schools. 


Pointed Out the Advantages. 
Mayor Sehmltz pointed out to Presi­ 
dent 
Roosevelt and 
Secretary Root 
the advantages that will he gained by 
the Japanese children if the Oriental 
school., are maintained and expressed 
a willingness 
to give the 
Japanese 
children equal 
educational facilities 
with white children. 
Tf the Japanese 
government will agree to this propo­ 
sition the school hoard will establish 
a sufficient number of Oriental schools 
to accommodate the Japanese and will 
give the children individual instruc­ 
tion. 
Mayor Schmitz says that the 
Japanese make faster progress in the 
Oriental schools 
and In the 
mixed 
schools tile Japanese only retard the 
white children. 
Another conference will lie held at 
t h e White 
House Friday .and in the 
meantime President Roosevelt hopes 
to he able to give the Californians as­ 
s u r a n c e that the amended immigration 
bill will he passed tit this session. 
Tin' amendment to the immigration 
I>ilI is regarded with favor by the sen­ 
ators and representatives from Cali­ 
fornia. 
However, it is not held that 
tho provision goes 
as an answer to 
flu demands California has made re­ 
garding the exclusion i f Japanese la­ 
borers. 
Nothing in it excludes such 
laborers from continental ports.

Women Suffragists Storm the British 
Parliament. 
London, Feb. ll. —The women suf­ 
fragists, whose leaders 
have sworn 
not to desist in their violent agitation 
until parliament lias granted their de­ 
mands, made a more determined and 
better organized demonstration than 
ever. 
Before it was suppressed more 
than sixty women were arrested. 
From early in Hie afternoon until 
IO o’clock at night a large force of po­ 
lice had their hands full in defending 
the pi educts of parliament from the 
suffragists. 
Every 
entrance to 
the 
house of commons was guarded while 
other officers were clearing Hie adja­ 
cent streets. 
Fifty constables were kept in re­ 
serve. 
As the house was about to adjourn 
at night Claude George Hay called at­ 
tention to tile disturbances and pro­ 
tested against 
using the house 
of 
parliament as a fortress to tie filled 
-•-itll police 
to protect tho 
members 
against 
women. 
Homo 
Secretary 
Gladstone replied that 
he had little 
knowledge of what was going on out­ 
side, hut that the measures employed 
were for the general convenience of 
the members and he was sure no un­ 
necessary violence was used. 


IN D I S P E R S I N G S U F F R A G I S T S . 


Police of London Said to Have Been 
Needlessly Brutal. 
London, Fob. 14.—Tile Tribune and 
other papers complain that the police 
were needlessly brutal in dispersing 
tile women suffragists. 
It is asserted 
that over filth police were employed to 
restrain the women, that many inno­ 
cent persons suffered in the charges 
of the mounted men, and that tho suf 
fra gists 
in many cases 
themselves 
were badly mauled. 
Among the wo- 
men arrested is Mrs, Despard, a sis­ 
ter of General French, and the enrap­ 
tured heroine of many previous dein 
onstrations. 
She led in the agitation 
Two 
Misses 
Parkhurst also 
were 
prominent in the scuffling. They were 
arrested during the second attack. 
General French said he was sorry 
to hear his sister had 
been roughly 
handled. 
‘‘We tried to dissaude bel 
from mixing in this business, but it 
she will join this foolish agitation she 
must expect to suffer. 
It is my own 
opinion that the police have been fa* 
too lenient with the women,"

Kokomo, Ind., Feb. 14.—In the rear 
of a saloon in the Opera House block 
Wesley Peters, seventy-five years ot 
age, was found dead with His skull 
crushed, Indicating murder.

book showing $S,000 recently checked 
out was found in his pocket.
